' The diameter of the firſt of theſe figures, points at 2347 
years before the coming of Chriſt, when God made a covenant, 
with promiſes, to Noah and his poſterity, immediately after the 
flood ; by which light and joy was made to ſhine forth after a 
mo! melagcholy diſpenſation. 

'The diameter of the ſecond paints at 1921, when God called 
Abraham, and made a covenant with him, from” which he and 
his poſterity might be inſtruted and comforted, during their ſ@- 
journing in the land of -Canuan 2nd. Egypt; wh be was: 499 
years ; and from which light might be diffuſed to the ref of the 
world. 

The diameter of the third points at 1491, when the Jaw was 
given to the Iſraelites, and they appointed a kingdom of prieſts ; 
that the ſurrounding nations might hear the Jaw at their mouth, 
and learn to fear Jeyovan as they- did, ſee Exod. xix. 5. 6. & 
xXxiv. 7. 8. compared with Deut. iv. 6. 1 Kings viii. 41. 43. 60- 
After the giving of the law, the Iſraelites were under judges a- 
bout 450 years, kings 435, in captivity 70, and from thence to 
the coming of Chriſt 536. 

The diameter of the fourth points at 33 ; when the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt having confirmed the new covenant by his death, 


endued his apoſtles with extraordinary gifts, and ſent them to 


preach the goſpel of peace unto all nations, for the obedience 
of faith. Rom. 1. 5. | '

The ſound of the fifth might begin about 757, when the 
Saracens, becoming formidable, carried the terror and deſolas 
tions of war, into the territorics of all the parts of the Roman 
empyire *, as Rev. ix. 5.—11. 

The ſonad of the f1xth might begin about 1038 ; when the 
Turks paſſing their ancient bouuds, began to be famons, taking 
Bagdad 1057. To which, if 396 (the days of a week. a month, _ 
and a year} be added,-it-will.reach to $453, the-y-ar in which © 
Conſtantinople was taken ; which was a killing, or putting an 
end to the political exiſtence of what was once a third part or 
diviſion, of the Roman empire, as Rev. ix. 15. 

The ſound of the ſeventh, may begin towards the end of the 
18th centwry ; when religious and civil liberty, being generally 
underſtood, will likely be claimed by the general voice of the 
people, and iſſue in an univerſal ſubjeQion to the government 
of (God, and obedience to the goſpel of peace, as Rey. xi.

The diameter of the fifth round figure, points at the year

The hum upon the firit head points at 1571 ; about which 
time the Iſraelites were ſore eppreſſed by the Egyptians. | 
Do Rin, ons the fTecond head points at 720; about which 
time Iſrael and Judah ſuTered much from Afſyria, | 
The horn upon the third head points at 60@; about which 
time Judah was carried captive by the king of Babylon. 


The horn upon the fourth head points at no time on the ſcale; 


becauſe the church ſuffered not ſo much from Perſia. 

The horn upon the fifth head-points at 167; about which time 
the Jews ſuffered mnch from Antiochus, a branch of Greece. 

The firſt horn of the fixth head points at 33; when the Prince 
of life, was put to death by the power of the Roman empire, 

The ſecond horn of this head points at 300; about which time 
the church had ſuffered much, and was to ſuffer more from the 
ſame power. 

The three horns vpon the ſeventh head, denote the divifion of 
the empire among Conſtantine's three ſons, after he had built 
Conſtantinople the capital of Greece. 

The firſt or great horn upon this head which ſends ont ſeve- 
ral branches, repreſents the Roman, or weſtern diviſion, whick 
has in 1ts divided ſtate exerted its power in ſeveral inſtances, a- 
gainſt thoſe who appear to be the witneſſes for truth. 


"Phe fecond,” or next greatelt horn upou this head, repreſents : 


the Grecian, or middle divifion of the empire; and though it 
points not at the ſcale, it reaches te 1453, when Conſtantinople 
was taken by the 'Turks, and ſo an end put to that, as a divifion 
of the Roman empire. 

'The third, or leaſt horn upon this head is very ſhort, becauſe 
the caltern diviſion was of ſhort continuance. 

With reſpe& to the branches of the great homm; the times 
they point at, and events they mark, are as follow. 

Che firſt points at 1160; when the Waldenſes in Piedmont, 
and the ſouth of France, were perſecuted. 

The ſecond points at 1370; when Huſs, Wickliff, and their 
followers, were perſecuted in Germany and Britain. 

The third points at 1567 ; when a cruel perſecution was car» 
ried on by the duke of Alva. 

The fourth points at 1618; when'the Emperor of Germany 
made war againſt the Proteſtants. 

The three branches that fall into, or ſupport the eighth head, 
denote three kingdoms united under one head; their diſtin 
ey 79 being fo razed, by force or policy, as to bring: 
them all into ſubjeQion under one head, which is an eighth, and 18 
not a head of the beaſt as the other ſeven are, but riſes out of the 
great horn, and fois another beaſt, as well as an etghth head. 

'The firſt horn upon this head points at 1680; when a ſevere 
perſecution was carrying on in Britain by this head. 

The other horn of this head, the extremity of the great horn

The Law it ſelf of Commandements, which was written m 
thoſe Tables, was a figure of the Law of life which is to be wilt- 
ten mn tkele Tables. . 

And this Law thus received, thns written is eafily fulfilled, 
whereas the Law in the letter, becaiſe of the weaknefle of thefleſh 
was very hard to be fulfilled, and generally proved an hand- 
writing of Ordinances againſt the Jews : For he that was guilty 
of one, was guilty of all, and ſo upon every. tranſgrefſion 
had the force and ſtrength -of the whole Law againft him.

demn it, O therefore conſider, and be ſerious in your places, who are concerned in 
Authority this day ; for the main End of Outward Government is to ſuppreſs evil, 
and to be a terror to evil-doers, and a praiſe tothemthat dowell : Now if you ſay, we 
look upon you not te do well, in that you will not be conformable with #s unto the Worſhip 
which we obſerve,but meet together contrary to onr diſcipline,andin that ſenſe we do ſuppreſs 


reje& Ceunſel which tendeth to their eternal good, for they that would be regula- [30% 45 evil-doers : Well, this is your perſwafion ; but God hath otherwiſe perſwaded 


tins others before they be regulated in themſelves, and clearly underſtand by the In- 
ſpiration of the Almighty, what they ought to ſuppreſs, and What to encourage, they 
may in their undertakings ſuppreſs the Truth and encourage. Error, and (@ run them- 
ſelves into irregular aCtions and proceedings, and yet count them legal ; therefore 
'-to conlider the ground which fir cauſed the neceſſity of outward Laws is of great 
concernment, for if all people were guided by the principle of God in themſelves, 
then they would not need any outward Lay to govern them, but the Principle of 
God being tranſgreſſed, then the Enmity got up and: governed, and becauſe of tranſ- 
greſſion the Law was added; and Cain who was of the wicked one he tranſgreſſed the 
Principle of God, and flew his brother about Religion, and the juſt Law of God took 
hold upon him as a tranſgreflor, and his puniſhment was greater than he could bear ; 
and think you to eſcape whoſe hands are doing the ſame work ? do not deceive your 
ſelves with your Law, for the righteous God is juſt in all his ways, and your Law will 
not be a defence unto you, When the Law of the Spirit of Life takes hold upon you in 
Judgment. Now Religion is not a thing that falls within the compaſs or power of 
Nations Laws, but wholly belongs unto God, to order as he ſeeth good, and man is 
' only to extend his power unto ſuch things as he is 1n a capacity to underſtand, and 
that which appears to be tranſgreſſion in Civil things he is to lay the Law upon it for 
the terror of evil-doers ; for whatſoever is ordained of God there is an end for which 
it is ordained, and the End is only to be anſwered ; and ſo Outward Government 
hathits End, and if it keep in its place, and anſwer its end, it is good, and ought to 
be ſubmitted unto for Conſcience-ſake 7 if it relieve the Oppreſled and judg the cauſe 
of the Widdow ; if it preſerve the Nation in peace, and the People in their well. 
being ; if it do right to thoſe that are wronged, and keep down vanity and profaneſs, 
which is in the tranſgreſſion, then it anſwers its End, and is to be ſubmitted unto : 
And as this is the main End of Qutward Government, ſo it is to be faithfully anſwer- 
ed by all that are entruſted with it, and they are not to intrude into any thing be- 
yond it, for whefe any do ſo, either in making Laws or executing them, they do that 
for which they were never ordained of God ; and ſo unrighteous Decrees come tube 
made and executed, and that againſt an Innocent People, that anſwers the End of the 
Law without the force of the Law,and againſt whom there is no Law; for the Law was 
not made for the Righteoxs, but for Sinners, ( mark) for Sinners : but to worſhip God in 
his Spirit is not ſin ; to live peaceably, righteouſly and ſoberly is not fin ; to ſpeak 
the Truth and not to ſwear 1s not fin; the Law was not made tor ſuch as fo live, but 
for ſinners ; (mark again) for Thieves, Murderers,Drunkards, Adulterers,Swearers, 
Lyars, Sporters, Players, Rioters and wrong-doets, proud, heady, high-minded, vain, 
and prophane people, here are the ſinners for whom the Law was made ; and have 
yo any thing of this narure againſt us? er,doth not the Witneſs of God in your wn |

us: andific ſhould bean evil in us in this caſe, yet it is not for you'to condemn, 
but to leave it unto God who is a righteous Judge of the: Conſcience : but we ate . 
fully perſwaded in the Lord, that our not-conforming with you, and alſo our Meet- 
ings in that way wherein we worſhip God, is according to his mind ; for he hath 
opened our underſtandings by his Light, in which we ſee that Your Worſhip is not 
grounded upon a.true foundation ; and he hath called us to Separation : and though 
ſeparated from your way, yet we truly worſhip God in his living Spirit, which is his 
own way ; and he hath called us ſo todo; andin obeying the Lord we do well, and 
not evil: and therefore it is not what yon may be perſwaded concerning us in this 
caſe, that makes us Evil-doers in the fight of God, neither are you to force us into 
your perfwaſion, or from our own, but to ſuppreſs every manifeſt Evil, as before is 
mentioned, and not to make a thing evil frem a ſuppoſition according to your own 
perſwaſions, and then to make a Law againſt it to ſuppreſs it, this is beſides your pla- 
ces, and doth not belong unto you : therefore if you will do that which properly be- 
longs to your places, . cut down the fin that abounds this day before your own eyes, 
and then you will anſwer the End of the Law in Truth; for we defire that all in 
Power may be kept out of this great Evil of Perſecution for Conſcience-ſake, or being 
in it, may be plucked forth through Information to their underſtandings, which is the 
main End why we write after this manner ; for if it was not in pitty unto ſuch as ate 
herein concerned, we could be filent, and in patience lie down, knowing the deter- 
mination of God concerning our Cauſe : And as for ſuch whoſe Reſolutions are to 
carry it on to the height againſt us, unto ſuch I ſay, Let not Enmity overſway Ju- 
Rice and Equity, and we are ready to make our Defence; butif in Enmity you will 
proſecute contrary to Juſtice and Equity, then I ſay unto you in the Word of the . 
Lord God, That when you have filled up your meaſures, the dregs of your own Cup 


[you muſt drink, yea, and drink them off, and none ſhall pitty you ; for the Lord God 


is on our ſide, and his freſh-Springs are our Conſolation, and from his Preſence you 
cannot baniſh us : though you may be permitted to force ſome out of their Native 
Land, yet when you have done, they will be at home with the Lord, and in the Land 
of the Living poſleſs unſpeakable Joy ; therefore let all your thoughts ceaſe concern- 
ing us, for we are of good courage in our Innocent Cauſe, and knowing that in this 
matter we have not wronged any man, we can boldly appeal to the Witneſs of God 
in all men for Juſtice and Equity; and with him alone we leave our Cauſe, who is 
ous Helper and Deliverer, in Whom we truſt, the Lord God of Heaven and Earth, 
the Righteous Judge of all the Earth , whoſe living Spirit is our weapon, and his 
Salvation our walls and bulwarks. |

Sleep falls vpon them ; ſo that, poor Nlunbring Souls being aſleep in 
fin, they ſleep away th-ir mercies. While Gol is beſtowing tiuv gracious 
Doles of his Love and Grace, they are ſnorting in their Pevs, as ut thy 
were unconcerned or had no Lot or Portion in tie Mutter. I oats Practice 
[ſo common among Profeſlors in theſe Days, as that a Man cannor
